Blood tests, paternity 


To hear the girl’s ston', told 
tearfully on the witness stand, 
there could be no doubt that 
the defendant was the father of 
her baby. Put the results of the 
blood tests 
shed 
a 
different 
light on the matter. The tests 
showed the following results: 
The girl had one type 
of 
blood; the defendant had ano­ 
ther type of blood; 
and 
the 
bafcv had still another type of 
blood. 


Since a baby's blood must 
match either his mother's or 
his father’s, some other man — 
someone with the baby's blood 
type — must have been the 
real father. The up-hot 
was 
that the girl’s charge was dis­ 
credited 
and 
the 
defendant 
cleared of responsibility. 


In this fashion, blood tests 
-have saved hundreds of men 
from a false charge of patern­ 
ity. These tests, if properly con­ 
ducted, are now accepted al­ 
most everywhere either as posi- 
t ve proof or af least strong 
evidence of nor paternity. 
However, they have one ma­ 
jor drawback. While they are 
useful in showing who is not 
the father, they are seldom use­ 
ful in showing who is the fath­ 
er. 


For example, suppose that in 
the case above, the baby and 
the 
defendant 
did 
have 
the 
same blood type 
That would 
mean the defendant could in­ 
deed be the father. 
But 
so 
could any other man with that 
same type of blood Thus, mere 
similarity of blood cannot ordi­ 
narily be relied on to pin pa­ 
ternity on a specific defendant. 
This means that in a typical 
paternity suit, the woman has 
little to gain and much to lose 
from blood tests. If she refuses 
to agree to the tests, cither for 
herself or for the baby, may a 
court order them anyhow? 
Courts usually do have that 
power. In ore c.* e. the worn .r 
objected that the tests wore not 
impartial, bee use tbev could 


only help the defendant’s side 
of the case, not hers Neverthe­ 
less, the court ordered her to 
submit to the testing procedure. 
“ A lawsuit is a sear, h for 
truth,'* said the court, “ and not 
a sporting proposition or game 
in which rules should 
afford 
each side an equal chance of 
winning.**
